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TAKEN BY SURPRISE 
GERMANS RUN AWAY 
FROM ALLIED ATTACK 
British And French On Amiens Sector Capture 
* Thousands In Spectacular Forward Push 


(Associated Press Sum m ary.) 


Phe historic battle g ro u n d betw een Amiens 
and M ontdidier again is the scene oi a m ighty con­ 
test. This time the British and French are the ag ­ 
gressors and under their tierce onslaughts in the 
first d ay ’s battle they have penetrated deeply into 
the German positions over a trout of m ore than 
twenty miles reaching from the region of Braches 
to the neighborhood oi M orlancourt. 
Following short but intensive artillery p re p a ­ 
rations and aided by m isty w eather the allied attack 
took the G e rm a n s com pletely by surprise and they 
fled alm ost everyw here pell-mell before the tanks, 
motor machine gun batteries, savalrv and infantry 
sent against them . All the objectives set for the 
Australians, C anadians, E nglishm en and F re n c h ­ 
men were attained in rem arkably quick time and at 
last accounts T hu rsd ay night the allied forces were 
still making progress. W herever the e n em y turned 
to give J^attie he was decisively defeated. 
I housands oi G e rm a n s were m ade prisoners. 
Large n um bers of g uns were captured, great q u a n ­ 
tities of w ar m aterials were tak en and a score or 
more oi villages and ham lets were re-occupied. In 


addition heavy casualties were inflicted on the 
enem y. 


At its deepest point the penetration of the G e r­ 
m an line was about / 1-2 miles eastw ard from 
Villers-Bretonneux and Framerville while from 2 
to 5 miles were gained all along the front ironi 
northw est of M ontdidier to the region around Mor­ 
lancourt. The firing extended north of M orlancourt 
to the Albert sector but no official details concern­ 
ing it have been received. 


I he advance of the allies in this sector places 
them well astride the railroad leading from Villers- 
B retonneux to the im portant junction at Chaulnes 
where lines radiate northeastw ard toward Peronne 
and southw ard to Hove to Com peigne. 
T he railroad ru n n in g northw ard to Braye was 
crossed when the allies took Framerville. 
I he present of tensive of the French and British 
gives promise of seriously m enacing the entire G e r­ 
m an front from near the sea to Rheims. If the drive 
proceeds eastw ard to any great depth it cannot but 
a Beet the armies of the ( lerm an crow n prince now 
fighting betw een the Aisne and the Yesie and pos­ 
sibly m ake impracticable a stand, by th em even 
north o f the Aisne along the Chemin-des-Dames. 


U nder the pressure of the offensive the m enace 
to the C hannel ports also seems for the m om ent at 
least to vanish. A lready there have been signs to 
the n o rth w ard from positions where C row n Prince 
Rupprecht had formed his m en feu* a drive tow ards 
the Channel that a retrograde m ovem ent by the 
G erm ans was not im probable. W ith the arm ies ol 
his imperial cousin on the Soissons-Rheims salient 
badly shattered and unable to lend him aid when 
his own forces north of M ontdidier are in a rather 
piecarious position as a result of the new offensive, 
it is a pp arent that Rupprecht will have to define 
his cam paign to cut off the cross Channel service.
